There is a further footnote reference to the 
published Forrestal Diaries in which the process of obtain- 
ing the material is clearly identified. 

"5. The text further quotes Secretary Stimson writing 
that he received from the Pentagon an 'interesting message' 
on July 16. 

"6. The phrasing of the footnote mentioned in 3 above 
is as agreed with the Pentagon to replace a more explicit 
statement on the galley-proofs submitted to Defense."
